The Upland City Council Monday night 
approved factory - built modular houses 
for a planned residential zone under the 
flight approaach to Cable Airport. 

In the 3-2 decision, the council granted 
Paul Nordberg’s request to change the 19 
- acre development on 14th Street 
between Mountain and Benson avenues 
from mobile to prefabricated homes. 
Mayor Abner aldeman and Councilman 
Hal Bailin opposed the decision. 

Council members noted the problem of 
protecting the airport and prospective 
residents while allowing the property 
owners to develop the land. 

City Attorney Don Maroney warned 
the council of possible suits against the 


city if the air traffic becomes heavier. 
He noted approaching airplanes will be 
only 200-250 feet above homes and said 
noise could creare some nuisance 
problems. 

“Another matter is an airplane 
which doesn’t quite make it and lands in 
three or four backyyards,” he added. 
The city might be held liable in such an 
accident even though all residents had 
been notified they would be living 
beneath an aircraft approach pattern, 
Maroney said. 

Councilmen George Gibson and John 
McCatrthy supported the change to 
modular housing with enclosed garages 
as an improvement over the previously 
approved mobile homes and carports.

Homeowner's exemption 


Deadline for filing the 1975 homeowner's exemption is 5 p.m. April 15, San Bernar- 
dino County Assessor Robert J. Herbin has announced. 

Homeowners who received the 1974 exemption have already been notified that their 
claim is on file and there is no need to submit a new claim for 1975. The deadline 
applies to homeowners who are filing the exemption for the first time. Applicants 
must be the owner-occupant of their home as of March 1, 1975 to be eligible for the 
1975 homeowner's exemption. Claimants filing between April 16 and Dec. 1 will 
receive 80 per cent of the exemption. 

Homeowners who believe they are eligible for this exemption should contact the 
assessor's office nearest them.

Chaffey College auditions 
Auditions for the Chaffey College stage production, ‘‘Plaza Suite,” will be held 3-5 
and 7-10 today in the campus theater. The play by Neil Simon will be performed 8:30 
m. June 6-7 and June 13-14. ‘‘Plaza suite’ will be directed by Catherine Johnson of 
the Chaffey College theater arts faculty. 
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The houses, which will be taxed as

The council approved the change 
vfrom mobile to modular homes with the 
condition that all prospective purchasers 
be notified that the development is under 
the approach to Cable Airport. 

In other action Monday night the 
council directed the city staff to place 
propssed drawings of the Mountain 
Avenue landscaping project in the 
library for public viewing and comment. 

The project, prepared by Land Design 
Systems of San Dimas, would create a 
“unified image’ on Mountain Avenue 
through consistent landscaping, removal 
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of utility poles, and installation of 
uniform street signns. 

The landscaping project is part of a 
three - pronged attack on mountain 
Avenue, according to City Engineer Fred 
Blanchard. A federally funded project, 
scheduled to begin this summer, will 
improve traffic flow and safety. 

The city also is working with the 
utilities companies to put utility lines 
underground. Parkway landscaping and 
street signs are the third stage of the 
project. Bot hundergrounding and 
landscaping could take several years to 
complete, Blanchard said.

Upland Public Library takes the 
National Library Week theme -— Infor- 
mation Power — seriously. Library ser- 
vices in addition to books and magazine 
check-outs range from craft and film 
programs to sculpture, art prints and 
tape cassettes for circulation 

National Library Week is April 13-19 

The local history collection is one of 
the library's most interesting programs 
The collection includes photographs, city 
documents, citrus labels, newspaper 
clippings and high school yearbooks 

All materials must be used in the 
library because many are ‘“‘very 
precious,’ noted head reference 
librarian Carolyn Daniel. The library has 
only one copy of some items and many 
are irreplaceable, she added. 





Wide range of public services 


Library records Upland’s past 





The collection focuses on the history — 
and history in the making — of Upland. 
Miss Daniel said the library doesn't have 
room to keep everything relating to West 
End history. 

The collection includes everything on 
the Chaffey family and West End history 
that affected Upland. The library doesn't 
keep materials on Ontario history 
because the Ontario Library has an ex- 
tensive collection in the Model Colony 
Room 

Most materials are gifts, Miss Daniel 
said. Upland historian Esther Bolton 
Black gave the library copies of the pic- 
tures used in her books about Upland 
history 

Other materials have been donated by 
residents or gathered by librarians 
through the years. Chaffey High School

—Announced an intention to award a 
contract for a 10 million gallon 
reservervoir and pump stations at San 
Antonio Park to Oberg Construction Co. 
The contract for $1,380,000 will be 
finalized when a contract is awarded for 
a reservoir at 17th Street. 


—Requested the city staff to continue 
discussions on grading standards with 
local contractors and engineers. main 
points of disagreement are proposed city 
standards of a six - foot maximum fill 
height and an eight per cent maximum 


slope. 
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Some of the collection’s more unusual 
materials include old term papers. Miss 
Daniel said the library always asks for a 
copy when high school divics students 
use library resources for term papers on 
city agencies. Some term papers date 
from the 1930s, she noted. 

One problem with the local history 
collection is knowing what to save, com- 
mented Miss Daniel. ‘‘A large part of 
working with the maierials is knowing 
the history of the area,”’ she said. Meli- 
cent Arner does most of the work on the 
collection. 

Another local history collection, 
started by children’s librarian Dorris 
Civille, includes tape-recorded 
memories from the area’s older 
residents. Mrs. Civille has interviewed 
10 people who told stories about 
Magnolia Hotel, dry grape farming, the 
citrus culture, and the Chaffey school 
district. 

“The things people remember are 
worth having on record. Otherwise they 
are lost,’’ she commented. ‘‘Oral history 

is fascinating. Some people can tell 
wonderful stories, one after another,” 
Mrs. Civille added. 

“T really don’t know how the tapes will 
be used,”’ she said, noting that the 
library doesn’t have the funds to 
transcribe the tapes. The Friends of the 
Upland Library provided the tapes and is 
raising money to purchase a tape 
recorder 


yearbooks are often used to learn how 
people dressed in the Twenties or the 
Forties, Miss Daniel said. The older 
yearbooks were discovered in the base- 
ment of the former library when the 
library moved into the new building. 

Other parts of the collection are used 
mostly by historians such as 
biographical researchers who use old 
telephone books to find out how long a 
family has lived in the area. 

Pomona First Federal Savings and 
Loan Association used the historical in- 
formation and old photographs of Upland 
for a book commemorating the opening 
of the association’s new Upland branch. 

The library staff also has used local 
history materials in pamphlets used 
mainly by new residents who want to 
know the history of Upland. 

The collection also includes informa- 
tion about current events such as the 
opening of the new City Hall, which will 
someday be local history. The 
biographical file includes important 
community leaders such as Chaffey 
Communities Cultural Center president 
Beatrice Riggs, as well as early settlers 
and business people. 

The library staff ‘clips the local 
newspapers pretty heavily,’’ Miss Daniel 
noted. The library also keeps a perma- 
nent file of the “‘Upland News” since it is 
the local newspaper, she said. 

Although old maps are not a large part 
of the collection, the library does have 
some old street maps and the plans for 
the old library, Miss Daniel said. 

Even studying the library's statistical 
records produces ‘‘unexpected tidbits,”’ 
she commented. One old record includes 
expenses for the librarian to attend a 
library practices convention. That 
record shows that people were interested 
in keeping the library up to date even

when it was still small Miss Daniel said 

The monthly report for December 1914 
shows the library spent five cents for 
soap and circulated 556 adults books and 
331 juvenile books. By December 1973 
adult circulation increased to 9,580 
books 

Miss Daniel said she wished early 
library records contained more informa- 
tion in addition to statistical records. 
Current library reports include informa- 


tion about library programs and a list of 


newspaper publicity about the library

City staff to study little 
league field construction 


The City Council Monday night 
directed the city staff to study a request 
for construction of a third little league 
field and for leveling of Flowers (Little 
League) Field at San Antonio Park. 

Frank Robertson of Foothill Little 
League asked the council to provide land 
for a third field and said the league 
would raise the necessary money and 
provide the labor to prepare the land for 
use. 

The present city budget includes funds 
to level Flowers Field, according to 
recreation director Fred Taunton 
Leveling hasn't been completed due to 
lack of fill dirt. 

“We ask you to make good on a 
promise made to us last year. Let us take 
a forgotten corner and develop it into 
something worthwhile,’ Robertson said. 

Mayor Pro Tem John McCarthy noted 
the council had never promised the 
league an additional field although a 
baseball field and tennis courts have 
been discussed as possible uses for the 
top of the underground reservoir planned 
for San Antonio Park. 

McCarthy said San Antonio Park is the 
only major park in the developing 
residential section northwest of the city. 
‘T never visualized it going entirely to 
baseball. Once a baseball field goes in, 
the area is not utilized for any other 
purpose,” he added. 

Councilman Hal Bailin said the city 


should study possible uses of San Antonio 
Park and how it fits into the city 
recreation program before approving a 
baseball field.

To reduce a large deficit in its 
animal control budget, the 
county board of supervisors 
moved Monday to raise the 
licensing fees for unspayed and 
unneutered dogs. 

Currently the fees for dog 
licenses are $4 for all dogs and 
$7 for dogs whose tags are ob- 
tained past the deadline for 
licensing. 

The proposal approved by the 
supervisors Monday sets a $3 
licensing fee tor spayed or 
neutered animals, a $6 fee for 
unaltered dogs and a $10 fee for 
a delinquent license fee. 

County animal control of- 
ficers related that the increase 
in license fees was made 
necessary by a $136,220 deficit 
in the animal control budget. 
The fee increase will reduce the 
deficit to $75,060. 

4 leash law tax would finance 
more animal control officers to 
round up more loose dogs and 
increase revenues from fees 
paid to get dogs out of the 
pound.

Solar energy experiment 


An experimental model of a 
solar energy device that may 
offer a potentially low cost 
method of generating 
electricity has been delivered 
to Arizona State University for 
testing, according to the 
Southern Edison Company, a 
principal sponsor of the 
research project. 

Called a Fixed Mirror Solar 
Concentrator, the 3% - by - 10 - 
foot model was designed and 
constructed by General Atomic 
Company of San Diego. It is 
being developed and tested 
under the sponsorship of SCE, 
Arizona Public Service and 
Utah Power & Light 
companies. 

The fixed - mirror concept is 
potentially more economical 
than movable mirror devices 
currently under development, 
Dr. Ira Thierer, SCE associate 
director of research and 
development, said. ‘‘Movable 
mirror systems must be free 
standing, thus requiring

heavier support and tracking 
equipment to turn the mirrored 
panels,” he said. 

Dr. John Russell, head of 
General Atomic’s solar 
research program, says the 
solar power concentrator’s 
fixed mirror surface is 
designed so the sun’s rays 
striking it are always reflected 
to a focal line parallel to the 
axis of the mirror. This 
reflection occurs, he said, 
regardless of the direction from 
which the sun shines on the 
surface. 

A heat receiver pipe is then 
moved to follow this line focus 
which moves as the angle of the 
sun changes, Dr. Russell 
explained. The gas or liquid 





inside the pipe is heated by the 
solar energy and can be 
circulated through a heat 
exchanger where steam is 
created to turn a turbine 
generator to produce 
electricity. 

As an alternative, he said 
solar cells that convert solar 
energy directly in electricity 
could be placed on the receiver 
pipe. Concentration of sunlight 
onto these solar cells would 
reduce the number of cells 
required and hence also the cost 
of this alternative. 

Further discussing the unique 
solar energy concept, Dr. 
Russell said: ‘‘Since the 
mirror surface is fixed, the 
earth can be part of the 





structure. Thus, it should be 
considerably less expensive in 
dollars per square foot than the 
self - supporting steerable 
surfaces.” 

“The fixed mirror concept 
offers the best chance yet of 
becoming the first economical 
solar energy system for the 
generation of electricity,” he 
asserted. * 

Evaluation of the model, plus 
further experimentation, will 
be under the direction of Dr. 
Charles Backus, associate 
professor of mechanical 
engineering at Arizona State. 
An engineering analysis of the 
receiver pipe will be a key part 
of the university's assignment, 
according to Dr. Backus.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF MONTCLAIR 
PROVIDING FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF 
CONTROL OF SUBDIVISIONS AND PARCEL MAPS 
The City Council of the City of Montclair does ordain as follows 
SECTION 1. CITATION AND AUTHOBITY. This Ordinance is adopted to 
supplement and implement the Subdivision Map Act and may be cited as the 
“Subdivision Ordinance of the City of Montclair 
SECTION 2. DEFINITIONS. Whenever any words or phrases as used in this 
Ordinance are not defined herein but are defined in the Subdivision Map Act as 
last amended, such definitions are incorporated herein and shall be deemed to 
apply as though set forth in this Ordinance 
_ SECTION 3. CONTROL BY CITY COUNCIL ON DIVISION OF LAND 
A. The City Council hereby assumes control of the design and improvement 
of land subdivision, including any division of land created by a Parcel Map as 
such is vested in the City by provisions of the Subdivision Map Act of the State of 
California, and amendments thereto, or as otherwise established and set forth 
herein 
B. In conjunction therewith and in addition to the aloresaid control of land 
within the City, it is hereby declared that any land that is divided in any method 
or manner whatsoever shall be accomplished by either a Subdivision Map or 
Parcel Map which must first be approved by the Advisory Agency and the City 
Council 
€,.No person shall sell, offer to sell, transfer title from one owner to 
another, or otherwise dispose of such in any manner whatsoever, any parcel of 
land or fraction thereof without first conforming to the applicable requirements 
of the Subdivision Map Act, the requirements of this or any other provision or 
requirement set forth and established by the City Council 
SECTION 4. UNIT OF LAND. For the purpose of this Ordinance, a unit of land 
is any plot of land separately described as shown on either 
A. The Tax Assessor's Map Record on tax rolls as a separate unit of land on 
June 18, 1956; or 
B. The official records of the County Recorder accomplished by either a 
Subdivision Map or other City Council approved division of land 
SECTION 5. ADVISORY AGENCY. The Planning Commission 1s hereby 
made the Advisory Agency of the Council, as such Advisory Agency is defined 
and established by the Subdivision Map Act, and the powers hereby delegated to 
the Advisory Agency to approve, conditionally approve or disapprove and to 
report such actions on tentative Subdivision Maps or tentative Parcel Maps 
directly to the Subdivider. The Advisory Agency is hereby given full power and 
authority to investigate any and all matters pertaining to a proposed division of 
land to be created by either a Subdivision Map or a Parcel Map and to make its 
findings of fact in relation thereto, which shall be communicated in writing to 
the Council 
SECTION 6. GENERAL PLAN CONFORMANCE TIME FOR OR WAIVER 
O it 
KA report as to conformity to the general plan, which is required pursuant 
to Section 65402 of the Government Code as the result of a proposed division of 
land, may be included as part of and at the same time as the acton taken by the 
Advisory Agency on such division of land 
B. Such report is not required for a proposed subdivision whcich involves 1) 
the disposition of the remainder of a larger parcel which was acquired and used 
in part for street purposes, 2) acquisitions, disportions, or abandonments for 
street widening; or 3) alignment projects, provided that the Advisory Agency 
expressly finds that any such disposition for street purposes, acquisitions, 
dispositions, or abandonments for street widening, or alignment projects is of a 
minor nature 
SECTION 7. PARCEL MAP PROCEDURES 
A.A parcel map shall be filed and recorded for any subdivision for which a 
tentative and final map is not required by the Subdivision Map Act except for 
subdivisions created by short term leases (terminable by either party on not 
more than 30 days’ notice in writing) of a portion of an operating right-of-way of 
a railroad corporation defined as such by Section 230 of the Public Utilities 
Code, provided, however, that upon a showing made to the City Council based 
upon substantial evidence, that public policy necessitates such a map, this 
exception shall not apply 
B. Such maps shall meet all of the requirements of Section 9 of this 
ordinance and shall show all dedications or offers of dedication thereon, The 
City Council may require that such dedications or offers of dedications be made 
by deed in lieu of or in addition to appearing on the map 
C. When a parcel map is required by this Ordinance, a tentative parcel map 
shall first be filed with the City Council, Said map shall meet all the 
requirements for tentative maps provided by the Subdivision Map Act and this 
ordinance 
SECTION 8. IMPOSITION OF REASONABLE FILING FEES 
A. The subdivider shall pay to the City fees for filings, processing and 
checking all tentative subdivision maps, final subdivision maps, tentative parcel 
maps, final parcel maps, street improvement plans, sanitary sewer plans and 
utility plans 
B. The fees for these services shall be set by Resolution of the City Council 
of the City of Montclair 
SECTION 9, FILING OF TENT, H P 
A. Tentative maps shall be filed with the Planning Dept and shall be 
processed in accordance with the Subdivision Map Act and the provisions of this 
Ordinance. The Subdivider shall file as many copies of the tentative map as may 
be required by the Planning Department

(18) Existing Sewers 
(19) Existing Water Mains 
(20) Existing Culverts and Drain Pipes

(22) Land subject to overflow, inundation 
(23) Railroads 
(24) Lot Lines and Approximate Dimensions 
(25) Approximate Radius of Curves 
(26) Building Lines

C. Dedication. The City Council may require that all dedications or offers of 
dedications be made by deed in lieu of or in addition to appearing on the map. 
SECTION 10. WAIVER OF REQUIREMENTS ADDITIONAL 
REQUIREMENTS. The City Council may waive or direct an exemption rom 
any of the foregoing requirements whenever the City Council finds that the type 
of subdivision is such that compliance is unnecesary or that other 
circumstances justify the waiver. The City Council may require such drawings, 
data, or other information as are deemed necessary 
SECTION 11, IMPROVEMENT REQUIREMENTS. The subdivider shall 
improve or agree to improve all streets, highways, alleys, ways, or easements 
required in connection with, or as a part of, a subdivision or a division of land 
created by a Parcel Map as a condition precedent to acceptance thereof and 
approval of the Final Map. Such improvements shall be installed at lines and 
grades, and in accordance with plans, standards and specifications approved by 
the City Engineer, and shall include 
A. Grading, drainage, and drainage structures necessary to proper use and to 
the proper public safety 
B.-Portland cement concrete curbs, gutters, sidewalks and rive approaches 
C. Storm drains, conduits and channels 
D. Asphalt concrete street paving 
E. Aggregate base 
F. Adequate domestic water supply, including the relocation or replacement 
of all water mains, irrigation lines, and appurtenances as required by the City 
Engineer 

















G. Sanitary sewer facilities and connections for each lot 

H. Underground utilities providing services to each lot. 

‘1. Services from public utilities where provided and from sanitary sewers 
shall be made available for each lot in such manner as will obviate the necessity 
for disturbing the street pavement, gutter, curb and sidewalk when service 
connections are made. 

J. Street trees. 

K. Fire Hydrants 

L. Street name signs, and traffic regulatory devices 

M. Street lights, including ornamental light standards 

N. The relocation or replacement of all utility lines and poles as required by 
the City Engineer 

©. Permanent subdivision survey monuments, 

P. In addition to the aforesaid minimum requirements, the City Council may 
require such additional improvements and facilities or such modifications in the 
standards of minimum improvements as special conditions may cause the 
Council to make a special finding of need 
SECTION 12. PUBLIC HEARING _AND_NOTICE WHERE REQUIRED. 
enever a public hearing is held pursuant to this Ordinance, notice of the time 
and place thereof, including a general description of the location of the 
subdivision or proposed subdivision, shall be given at least ten (10) days before 
the hearing. Such notice shall be given by publication once in a newspaper of 
general circulation printed and published in the county and circulated in the 
City. In addition to notice by publication, the City Council may require notice of 
‘the hearing to be given in such other manner as it may deem necessary or 
desirable. Any interested person may appear at such a hearing and shall be 
heard. 

SECTION 13. EXPIRATION OF MAPS AND EXTENSIONS 

A. Expiration. The approval or conditional approval of a tentative map shall 
expire twelve (12) months from the date the map was approved or conditionally 


approved 






The person filing the tentative map may request an extension 
of the tentative map approval or conditional approval by written application to 
be filed at least thirty (30/ days before the approval or conditional approval is 
due to expire. The application shall state the reasons for requesting the 
extension, In granting an extension, new conditions may be imposed and 


existing conditions may be revised. 
j imit on Extensions. An extension or extensions of tentative map 


approval or conditional approval shall not exceed an aggregate of two (2) years. 
D. Effect of Map Modification on Extension. Modification of a tentative 

map after approval or conditional approval shall not extend the time limits 
imposed by this section 

SECTION 14. FAILURE TO FILE PARCEL MAP. Failure to file a parcel 
map with the County Recorder within sixty (60) days from the approval or 
conditional approval of such map shall terminate all proceedings. Any 
subdivision of the same land shall require the filing of a new map. 

SECTION 15. WAIVER OF DIRECT STREET ACCESS. The Advisory Agency 
may impose a requirement that any dedication or offer of dedication of a street 
shall include a waiver of direct vehicular access rights to such street from any 
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property shown on a final map as abutting thereon, and that if the dedication 1s 

accepted, such waiver shall become effective in accordance with the provisions 

of the waiver of direct access. In addition, the Advisory Agency may require a 

waiver of access to an existing street which abuts a subdivision if it determines 

that a safety hazard would be created as a result of direct access. 
SECTION 16. RESERVATIONS. 

A Requirements As a condition of approval of a map, the subdivider shall 
reserve sites, appropriate in area and location, for parks, reereational facilities, 
fire stations, libraries or other public uses according to the standards and 
formula contained in this Ordinance 

B. Standards and formula for reservation of land. Where a park, 
recreational facilities, fire station, library, or other public use is shown on an 
adopted specific plan or adopted general plan containing a community facilities 
element, recreation and parks element and/or a public building element, the 
subdivider may be required by the City Council to reserve sites as so determined 
by the City or County in accordance with the definite principals and standards 
contained in the above specific plan or general plan. The reserved area must be 
of such size and shape as to permit the balance of the property within which the 
reservation is located to develop in an orderly and efficient manner. The amount 
of land to be reserved shall not make development of the remaining land held by 
the subdivider economically unfeasible. The reserved area shall conform to the 
adopted specific plan or general plan and shall be in such multiples of streets 
and parcels as to permit an efficient division of the reserved area in the event 
that it is not acquired within the prescribed period 

C. Procedure. The public agency for whose benefit an area has been 
reserved shall at the time of approval of the final map or parcel map enter into a 
binding agreement to acquire such reserved area within two (2) years after the 
completion and acceptance of all improvements, unless such period of time is 
extended by mutual agreement 

LD. Payment, The purchase price shall be the market value thereof at the 
time of the filing of the tentative map plus the taxes against such reserved area 
from the date of the reservation and any other costs incurred by the subdivider 
in the maintenance of such reserved area, including interest costs incurred on 
any loan covering such reserved area 

E. Termination. If the public agency for whose benefit an area has been 
reserved does not enter into such a binding agreement, the reservation of such 
area shall automatically terminate 
ALLEYS, DRAINAGE, PUBLIC UTILITY EASEMENTS 
PUBLIC EASEMENTS. Requirements. As a condition of approval of a map, the 
subdivider shall dedicate or make an irrevocable offer of dedication of all 
parcels of land within the subdivision that are needed for streets, alleys, 
including access rights and abutters’ rights, drainage, public utility easements, 
and other public easements. In addition, the subdivider shal} improve or agree 
to improve all streets, alleys, including access rights and abutters’ rights, 
drainage, public utility easements, and other public easements in accordance 
with the City of Montclair Standard Construction Drawings and the provisions of 
this Section 

Streets, alleys, easements and parks shall conform as follows: 

(1) Major streets and thoroughfares. Major streets and thoroughfares for 
opening or widening shall conform to good engineering and planning procedures 
and shall be subject to the review and approval of the City Council. 

‘ “a1 streets. Local streets shall not be less than sixty (60° )feetin width, 
or dedicated to that width of previously dedicated portions of streets, and shall 
be located to provide natural drainage with no drainage pockets and adjusted to 
the topography. There shall be a minimum number of interceptions with major 
streets or thoroughfares, and blocks shall be not less than 600 feet in length. All 
street intersections shall have counter cutbacks of not less than a ten (10) foot 
radius 

When one or more streets or alleys are dedicated or proposed to be dedicated 
as part of a subdivision or an approved parcel map, such streets, and alleys shall 
conform to and be, as nearly as possible, in alignment with other established or 
dedicated streets or alleys. 

(3) Deadend streets, Deadend streets shall be terminated by a turnaround 
area not less than ninety-six (96') feet in diameter separated to the depth of one 
lot from the exterior boundary line or other topographical features of the 
subdivision or parcel map 

(4) Boundary line streets and half streets. Boundary line streets and half 
streets shall be required to be developed to a minimum width of twenty-eight 
(28') feet or to such greater width as may be required by the City Council in the 
public interest and to facilitate safe and convenient traffic. Such partial streets 
shall be permitted only when assurances are presented in writing by the owner 
of the adjoining property of his intention to dedicate the remaining parts of the 
street when such adjoining property is subdivided or when the City Council 
determines that such partial dedications are necessary for ‘safety and 
convenience 















(5) Alleys. 

(a) Improved alleys twenty (20') feet wide shall be provided at the rear of 
all lots when required by the City Council 

(b) All alley intersections shall have corner cutbacks of not less than a ten 
(10°) foot radius. 

(c) Alleys in the rear of business, industrial, or income property shall be 
designed and located according to the plan for the development of the particular 
use involved. All public utilities shall be placed and maintained in such alleys 
whenever practical to do so. 

(6) Easements, Easements shall be dedicated as follows: 

(a) For flood channels or drainage purposes at such widths as the County 
Flood Officer or the City Engineer may indicate, and 

(b) For utilities at the rear of all lots, insofar as practical, to serve the 
property when alleys are not provided. 

(7) Pedestrian ways. Pedestrian ways may be required near the middle of 
long blocks and at the end of cul-de-sacs. 

(8) Small parks. Small parks or other public areas shall be dedicated as may 
be appropriate 

(9) Curved streets. Curved streets in comparatively level locations shall 
have a centerline radius of 500 feet or greater. 

(10) Street corners. Street corners shall have a minimum twenty (20') foot 
curb radius with the property line designed so as not to reduce the parkway 
widths 

(11) Alley corners. All alley corners intersecting with streets shall have a 
minimum curb radius of not less than eight (8) teet. 

(12) Street connections or intersections. All street connections or 
intersections shall be made at approximately right angles. 

(13) Minimum Widths. Minimum widths for pavements and sidewalks shall 
be as follows 

(a) For streets, forty (40°) feet, 

(b) For business districts, six (6’) foot sidewalks, and 

(c) For residential districts, five (5') foot sidesalks 

C. Lots and Blocks. Lots and blocks shall have dimensions suitable to the land 
uses proposed and shall be, in no case, less than the minimum sizes specified in 
the zoning laws 

(1) Lots. Lots in residential zones shall be not less than sixty (60°) feet wide 
measured at the building line and 100 feet deep with a sixty-five (69’) foot 
minimum width for corner lots; provided, however, those lots located at the end 
of a cul-de-sac street may have a minimum width at the building setback line of 
not less than fifty (50') feet provided the average width ot such lot is not less 
than sixty (60°) feet. Side lines of lots shall be approximately normal to the 
street line. When large lots are proposed, the shapes and building locations may 
be required to be so established as to permit later practical re-subdivision No 
reserved lots or strips shall be permitted. Every lot shall front or abut on a 
dedicated street. Double frontage lots shall be avoided 

(2) Blocks. Blocks shall ordinarily be two (2) lot depths in width and not over 
1,400 feet in length. If shown at greater width, the City Council may require 
easements or other assurances to permit later practical re-sub-division 


‘SECTION. 18. SUPPLEMENTAL_IMPROVEMENTS REIMBURSMENT 
AGREEMENTS 

A. Supplemental Improvements Required, The subdivider may be required 
to install improvements for the benefit of the subdivision which may contain 
supplemental size, capacity or number for the benefit of property not within the 
subdivision as a condition precedent to the approval of a subdivision or parcel 
map, and thereafter to dedicate such improvements to the public. However, the 
subdivider shall be reimbursed for that portion of the cost of such improvements 
equal to the difference between the amount it would have cost the subdivider to 
install such improvements to serve the subdivision only and the actual cost of 
such improvements pursuant to the provisions of the Subdivision Map Act. 

B. Supplemental improvements; Reimbursement Agreement _- Funding 
procedures, No charge, area of benefit or local benefit district shall be 
established unless and until a public hearing in accordance with the provisions 
of Section 12 of this ordinance is held thereon by the City Council, and the City 
Gouncil finds that the fee or charge and the area of benefit or local benefit 
district is reasonably related to the cost of such supplemental improvements 
and the actual ultimate beneficiaries thereof. 

C. Notice. In addition to the notice required by Section_12 of this ordinance, 
written notice of the hearing shall be given to the subdivider and to those who 
own property within the proposed area of benefit as shown on the latest

A. Improvement security required. Any improvement agreement, contract 
or act required or authorized by the Subdivision Map Act, for which security is 
required, shall be secured in the manner provided for in Section 66499 of the 
Subdivision Map Act 

B. improvement Security t. The improvement security shall be in the 
arnount set forth or authorized in Section 66499.3 of the Subdivision Map Act. If 
the improvement security is other than a bond or bonds furnished by duly 
authorized corporate surety, an additional amount shall be included as 
determined by the City Council as necessary to cover the cost and reasonable 
expenses and fees, including reasonable attorneys’ fees, which may be incurred 
by the City in successfully enforcing the obligation secured. 

C. The improvement security shall also secure the faithful performance of 
any changes or alterations in the work to the extent that such changes or 
glterations do not exceed ten (10) per cent of the original estimated cost of the 
improvement 

D. Improvement Security: special assessmen — reduction, In the 
event the required subdivision improvements are financed and installed 
pursuant to special assessment proceedings, the subdivider may apply to the 
City Council for a reduction in the amount of the improvement security required 
hereunder up to an amount corresponding to the amount of faithful performance 
and labor and material bonds required by the special assessment act being used. 
The City Council may grant such reduction if it finds that such bonds have been 
in fact provided and that the obligations secured thereby are substantially 
equivalent to that required by this ordinance 

E._Improvement_ Security: Release The improvement security required 
hereunder shall be released in the following manner 

(1) Security given for faithful performance of any act or agreement shall be 
released upon the final completion and acceptance of the act or work subject to 
the provisions of Subparagraph 2 thereot 

(2) The City Council may release a portion of the security in conjunction 
with the acceptance of the performance of the act or work as it progresses upon 
application therefor by the subdivider, provided, however, that no such release 
shall be for an amount less than 25 per cent of the total improvement security 
given for faithful performance of the act or work and that the security shall not 
be reduced to an amount less than 50 per cent of the total improvement security 
given for faithful performance until final completion and acceptance of the act 
or work. In no event shall the City Council authorize a release of the 
improvement security which would reduce such security to an amount below 
that required to guarantee the completion of the act or work and any other 
obligation imposed by this ordinance, The Subdivision Map Act, or the 
improvement agreement 

(3) Security given to secure payment to the contractor, his subcontractors 
and to persons furnishing labor, materials or equipment, may, six (6) months 
after the completion and acceptance of the act or work, be reduced to an amount 
equal to the amount of all claims therefor filed and of which notice has been 
given to the legislative body, plus an amount reasonably determined by the City 
Council to be required to assure the performance of any other obligations 
secured thereby. The balance of the security shall be released upon the 
settlement of all such claims and obligations for which the security was given. 

(4) No security given for the guaranty or warranty of work shall be released 
until the expiration of the period thereof 

SECTION 20. REVERSION TO ACREAGE j 

A_Reversions to acreage by final map. Subdivided property may be reverted 
to acreage pursuant to provisions of this ordinance. 

B. Initiation of proceedings by owners. Proceedings to revert subdivided 
property to acreage may be initiated by petition of all of the owners of record of 
the property, The petition shall be in a form prescribed by the Planning 
Department. The petition shall contain the information required by Sub Section 
Dand such other information as required by the Planning Department. 

C.Jnitiati i bythe City >i). The Advisory Agency or the 
Council on its own motion may be Resolution initiate proceedings to revert 
property to acreage. The Planning Department to obtain the necessary 
information to initiate and conduct the proceedings. 

D. Data for reversion to acreage. Petitioners shall file the following 

(1) Evidence of title to the real property, and 

(2) Evidence of the consent of all of the owners of an interest(s) in the 
property; or ; 

(3) Evidence that none of the improvements required to be made have been 
made within two (2) years from the date the final map or parcel map was filed 
for record, or within the time allowed by agreement for completion of the 
improvements, whichever is later, 

(4) Evidence that no lots shown on the final or parcel map have been sold 
within five (5) years from the date such final or parcel map was filed for 
record 

(5) A tentative map in the form prescribed by this Ordinance, or. 

(6) A final map in the form prescribed by this Ordinance and the Subdivision 
Map Act which delineates dedications which will not be vacated and dedications 
required as a condition to reversion 

E. Fees. Petitions to revert property to acreage shall be accompanied by a fee 
established by Resolution of the City Council. If the proceedings are initiated 
pursuant to Sub Section_B, the person or persons who requested the City Council 
to initiate the proceedings shall pay a fee established by Resolution of the City 
Council. Fees are not refundable 

FE, Proceedings before the City Council. A public hearing shall be held before 
the City Council on ail petitions for initiations for reversions to acreage. Notice 
of the public hearing shall be given as provided in Section_12 of this Ordinance.

The City Council hereby declares 
that it would have passed each section, subsection subdivision, paragraph,

SECTION 25. URGENCY MEASURE 

The immediate preservation of the public safety health and welfare requires 
the adoption of this ordinance as an urgency measure The fact constituting the 
need for such action is that Chapter 1536 becomes operative on March 1, 1975, 
and this statute is a comprehensive revision of the Subdivision Map Act and 
contains numerous procedural changes along with some substantive changes 
The State Act is necessary to regulate and control the design and improvement 
of subdivisions throughout the State of California. Development in California is 
an ever-continuing process and it is necessary for the cities to keep current and 
implement necessary provisions of the state law In order that the City’s 
ordinance implementing the State law can take effect and become operative 
approximately at the same time as the State law, it is necessary that the 
effective dates coincide. Therefore, this Ordinance is declared an ordinance 
adopted as an urgency measure and is to be effective. April 7.1975
